The course of Instruction forthe Army Medical 
snow’ as prescribed by G. O. No. 28, H. Q. A., is as 
oOllows: 


“ The course of instruction will be for four months, and 
will be given annually at the Army Medical Museum, in 
Washington City, commencing on the Ist day of Novem- 
pee” It will include lectures on and practical instruction 
o— 

1, The duties of medice) officers in war and peace. 

2. Military surgery. the care of the wounded in time of 
war, end hospital administration. 

8. Military hygiene, 

4. Military medicine. 

6. Microscopy, sanitary and clinical; pathological §bistol- 
ogy, bacteriology, and urinology. 

6 Hospital Corps drill, and first ald to wounded, 

By permission of the Surgeon General medical officers of 
the Army who desire to avail themselves of the course of 
instruction, and who are stationed in or near the city of 
Washington or who have a leave of absence which enables 
them to attend the course, may be admitted as puoils under 
the same regulations as appiy to recen'ly “ approved candi- 
dates for admission to the Medics] Corps of thesArmy.” 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At the termination of the course of instruction the “ ap- 
proved candidates for admission to the Medical Corps of thé 
Army” will be examined by the severe! professors, and 
their relative profiziency in each branch will be reported 
by the president of the faculty to the Secretary of War 
through the Surgeon General of the Army. 

; REGULATIONS. 











1, The president of the faculty will be responsible for the 
discipline of the school. 

2. The junior professor will act as secretary and will be 
responsible for all property pertaining to the school. 

8. A faculty meeting will be held in the office of the secre- 
tary on the firat Monday of each month from October to 
March, inclusive, and whenever called by the president of 
the faculty or the Surgeon General of the Army. 

4. Resolutions adopted by the faculty relating to the 
course of instruction,the purchase of books and instruments, 
etc., will be submitted to tne Surgeon General of the Army 
for bis approval. 

5. The president of the faculty will submit to the Surgeon 
General of the Army, on or before the Ist day of April of 
each year. a detailed report of the condition of the Army 
Medica] School, including an account of the instruction 
given and the proficiency of the severa)] pupils as shown by 
an examination made by each professor at the termination 
of bis course. 

6. The hours of instruction will be from 9 to 12 a. m., and 
from 1 to4 p. m., daily, from November 1 to Lee ay J 28, 
inclusive, with the exception of Saturdays, Sundays, legal 
holidays, and the week commencing December 25. 

7. Pupils will be required to be present during the hours 
designated unless specially excused by the president of the 
faculty or by orders from the War Department, 

8. When necessarily absent on account of sickness or 
other emergency, pupils wil!, as soon as practicable, send a 
written statement to the secretary of the faculty, explain- 
ing the reason for such absence. 

9. The laboratories aod library of the Army Medical 
School will be open for the use of pupils during the hours 
of fustruction designated. 

10. Pupils will be held strictly accountable for a!) inatra- 
ments and apparatus issued to them for their persoiaal use 
during the course of instruction, and for aay loss or injury 
to books or apparatus belonging to the Army Medical 
Snes, when such loss or injury is due to carelessness or 
neglect. 

ll. Pupils in the Army Medical School, during the hours 
of instruction, will wear the undress uniform of the grade 
to which tney belong, except when engaged in laboratory 
work, when a black cambric laboratory gown may be worn.

ORDNANCE NOTES, 


Report speaks highly of a system of plotting for 
use in firing at movabje targets devised by an able 
artillery officer, Lieut.

The Herald's correspondent reports that of six 
hundred shells fired from the rebel Brazilian ships 
at the Rio Janeiro forts only five or six struck, 
while not a vessel was bit by the fire from the land 
batteries. 


A Frenchman, M. l'Abbé Schuebelin, has been ex- 
perimenting in London with his “Schuebelite gun- 
powder” in which chlorate of potash is mixed with 
pure cellulose. The experiments were not suffi- 
ciently conclusive though it indicated that the 
powder was completely under control, 





Herr H., Bilt, in an article in the Berichte, v. xxvi., 
p. 1878, a:gues that certain explosives are bad con- 
ductors of their own explosive ware, explaining why 
they burn, when exposed to the air, without explod- 
ing. The shock of tne fulminate sete the molecules 
of the inert explosive simultaneously in motion. 





The New York Herald sensibly says: “ Thepoor 
showing which Brazil’s naval gunners have been 
making is another proof that the great cost of fir- 
ing these big modern guns should not be allow- 
ed to stand in the way of ample practice in time of 
peace.’ 





Mr. W. H. Jaques, late U. 8. Navy, suggests in the 
Techology Quarterly, that the use of long fo 
steel hoops is the best method of supplying wire 
guns with the required longitudinal strength. Ia- 
creased facilities for construction, have, Mr. Jaques 
thinks, removed some of the original objections to 
wire guns, 





A new explosive, which is designated to replace 
the powder now in use by the German Artillery, has 
been tried, ard it is said to have given the most sat- 
isfactory results. It is stated to be almost smoke- 
less, - give little or no recoil, and very little de- 
tonation. 





We congratulate our Hoglish contemporary Arms 
and Explosives, upon the completion of its first year 
of existence and its entrance on a new volume. In 
speaking of the action of our Naval Board io recom- 
mending a further reduction in the calibre of small 
arms it says: ‘What the practical limit will prove 
to be is as yet uncertain, and there are so many 
factors to be considered that it would be rash to 
theorize on thesubject. Experiment alone can tell 
how far the process of uction can safely 
pushed.” 


What is known as the “Cordite soandal” is attract- 
ing attention in Knglish professional circles and in 
Parhament. It appears that the committee ap- 
pointed July 10, 1888, to investigate and report on 
explosives submitted by order of the Commander- 
in-Chief, sought to make “an honest penny” for 
themeelves by using their official position to secure 
the adoption of Cordite, a powder invented by them- 
selves, the intention being to make a profit out of 
the controi of the foreign patente. The wonder is 
not that they should attempt to do this but that the 
attempt should create any surprise. They must be 
very ignorant in Eogiand if they do not know that 
it is 8 common practice to compel inventors to ad- 
mit officiais to share the profits before their devices 
receive approval. Ooe way of doing this is to accept 
an “improvement” on which the interested party 
obtains a royalty. 





Advocates of Harveyized armor have reason io 
be pleased—immensely pleased, indesed—wvith the 
results of an attack at Lndian Head upon oue of the 
Bethlehem Lron Company’s latest productions in 
this line.

The remainder of the pro- 
jectile was crushed in so many fragments that it 
was impossible to get enough pieces together to de- 
termine how much of the shell broke off. Thenext 
projectile—a OCarpenter—fired with an increased 
charges of powder to give the high striking velocity 
of 2004 feet per second, behaved much the same way 
except that the penetration wae gretter. 
of the projectile, which remained imbedded, indeed, 
welded, in the plate was estimated to be about six 
inches, the remainder of the she!' being crushed 
into hundreds of fracments. Mr. Harvey's process 
was first applied (1885) to hardening the surface of 
the threads of sorews and of: bolts and nuts, he 
being at that time connected with a screw com- 
pany. The ety was so peeniiar that it was re- 
marked at that time that Mr. Harvey had probably 
madea discovery inthe metallurgy of steel. Ea- 
couraged to pursue his experiments, Mr, Harvey 
succeeded in producing from ordinary low-grade 
Bessemer steel a steel equal in every respect to the 
finest crucible or cast steel. He made out of this 
razor blades, knife blades, files, eto. In 1888 the new 
product and process were patented, aod out of 
Ubese experiments grew the process which is now 
applied to armor plates. 


Recent trials at Sandy Hook have demonstrated 
that this country, which five years ago had never 
manufactured a single armor-piercing projectile, 
bas now two independent sources supplying such 
shells, one for the forts and the other for the ships. 
The projectiles thus made are equal, if not superior, 
to projectiles made by the same systems in ay part 
of the world. A9-inch nickel-steel plate at Sand 
Hook was cleanly perforated by two 8-inch sbel 
made by the Midvale Steel Company on the Holtzer 
system, which were practically uninjured. The up- 
set of one of them amounted to only five-thous- 
anths of aninch. At Indian Head an American 12- 
inch shel!, made by the Carpenter Steel Oompany 
on the Firminy system, penetrated 16}¢ inches, a 
second shell went beyond the rear of tne plate, be- 
ing recovered uninjured, the poiat of one remaio- 
ing stillebarp. A third shell, with a high charge, 
penetrated plate and backing. 





Prof. Hebler’s tubular projectile is a ball curved 
inward at both ends, and having its channel widen- 
ing funnel-like. Tne conical rear end of the pro- 
jectile is fitted into a “shoe” of paste board, which 
bas a prom'nence projecting into the channel in the 
metal. The “shoe” acts as a cuide, and centres the 
ball in its passage to the muzzie, and, upon its issue, 
drops to the ground. it may either be flat at the 
back or formed with a funnel-shaped depression. 
The most satisfactory results were obtained with 
projectiles whose channels have a diameter of two- 
fifths of their calibre. 





Atthe request of the inventors of the Driggs-

The older soldiers haye re- 
sented the spirit of that law, and their increased 
discontent has been communicated to the younger 
men.

The 
soldiers of our Army have no longer a profession 
which may be confidently entered upon for life, 
but find themselves in a status closely approximat- 
ing that of the employe.” 


ARMY ANNUAL REPORTS. 


In bis annual report, Brig.-Gen. Wesley Merritt. 
states that the aiscipline of the troops is excellent, 
and the capacity and disposition of the officers for 
duty bas never been ter. Gen. Merritt renews 

is recommendations for modernizing the water 
supply at the different posts in his department, in 
order to give bathing facilities, and asks for an in- 
or und for repairs and new buildings. 

Lieut.-Co). J. Ford Kent, Inspector General of the 
Department of Dakota, says that the legislation 
which pernits the discharge of the good men before 
the completion of the five ro term,and which 
forbids the re-enlistment of private soldiers after 
ten years’ service, has filled the ranks with recruits 
and bas much changed the character of the enlist- 
ed strength of the Army. ing the experi- 
ment of making a soldier of the Indian, the In- 
spector General is of the opinion that it isso fara 
doubtful success. 

The annual report of Maj. Gon. Miles is unusually 
long this year. He does not overlook, however, 
the obnoxious Proctor ten-year law, which figures 
so conspicuously in all of the annual reports. Gen. 
Miles urgently recommends the re of the law 
with the following additional remarks: * The effect 
of this legisiation is, in my opinion, injurious to the 
Army, depriving the Government, as it does, of 
mapy experienced, heroic and patriotic men, whose 
presence in the Service would, from every point 
of view, promote its efficiency and character.’ 

The difficult duties of keeping peace between the 
hostile factions of the semi-civilized Indian tribes 
and of removing trespassers from the public lands, 
the report states, have been performed in a manner 
which shows good judgment and discretion on the 
part of the officers, and a good state of discipline 
and faithful service on the t of the troops. 

Gen. Miles renews all of his recommendations of 
last year under the head of “recommendations” and 
“promotions.” 

In a special letter, incorporated in his annual re- 
port,he refers to the operations of the troops in con- 
nection with the dedication ceremonies of the 
World's Fair. “All the troops,” he says, “‘presented 
a fine appearance, wére well equipped, marched 
and mancuvred with commendable skill,and ac- 
curacy, and executed all that was required of them 
by the committee on ceremonies, and the officials 
appointed to give general directions, with the single 
exception of one officer. Unfortunately, this 
ful celebration was not an exception to the history 
of military campaigns and battles where heroism 
devotion to duty and honorable service is the general 
rule; where almost invariably someone, when least 
expected, fails in the discharge of his duty. It 
rarely peppene, however, as in this case, that it is 
done deliberately and for a purpose; but I am 
giad to say that it occurred in only one instance, and 
by only one officer, to my knowledge.”

Brig. Gen. Jos. C. Breckinridge, Inspector Gen- 
eral, in his annual report calls attention to the fact 
that almost the entire Southern coaston the At- 
lantic seaboard is absolutely unprotected and at the 
mercy ofa foreign foe. No intelligent and experi- 
enced officer can lookon our Southern defences 
without feeling the deepest solicitude for the safety 
of our entire coast line. As aresult of long aban- 
donment, and the changes which have meantime 
affected methods of attack and defence, the 27 un- 
garrisoned forts and their armaments have come to 
be regarded as obsolete, deserving and receiving but 
little attention, until they now serve the single pur- 
pose, apparently, of reminding us of the high estate 
from which we have fallen, and that we are not well 
prepared for resistance against any bold and aggres- 
sive Government. No further decadencein our sea 
coast fortifications and their armaments should be 
permitted until their substitutes are in plain sight, 





and to make this certain the first step is to provide 
all forts occupying important sites with sufficient 
garrisons. I say the first step, because it has been 
observed that as long asa fort bas a garrison, it is 
protected against the ravages which destroy all 
abandoned structures, and the armament is kept in 
some sort of condition for use, 

Gen. Breckinridge desires that an estimate be 
made for cleaning and clearing up the forts and 
such repairs as will prevent further deterioration. 
He will also suggest that a sufficient expenditure be 
authorized to put all guns and carriages that can be 
relied on in connection with the operation of tor- 
pedo linesin a serviceable condition. Younger and 
more active mep, he contends, should replace the 
particular ordnance sergeants on duty at the forte 
inspected, and he asks that this be done as soon as 
practicable.

Tue experiments on Wednesday before the naval 
board with Philip B. Low’s device for coaling ships 
at sea is reported to have been a complet- success, 
Off the Sandy Hock Ligbtship the San Franeisco 
was coaled by the Kearsarge while the two vesseis 
were 200 feet apart and steaming all the while at a 
speed of 4 knotsan bour. Had it been necessary, 
this speed could have ben increased to 10 knots an 
hour. As it was, the simple workings of the device 
proved so conclusively the success of the system 
that witb the first landing of a loaded bae aboard 
the San Francisco the tars of the Kearsarge broke 
out into vigorous hand clapping. Lt is believed that 
with the deyice in good working order, and with 
steam winches in use for hoisting the bags up to the 
trolley, no difficulty should be experienced in trans- 
porting 15 tons of cual an hour from one ship to an- 
other. With two trolleys in use the San Francisco 
could bave been coaled at the rate of 30 tons an hour. 
Upon the Kearsarge two poles 50 feet long were 
rigged forward of the foremast and lashed to the 
yard. From near the top of these an inch wire cable 
was run to a derrick on the stern of the San Fran- 
cisco and cleated down taut when the tow line was 
well stretched. The derrick on the San Francisco, 
or 1n actual use the receiver of coal, was about 12 
feet above the deok, allowing a fall of from 20 to 30 
feet. The transmitter is kept taut by a counter- 
poise haying a play up and down the upright poles 
sufficient to permit both vessels to roll and pitch in 
a heavy sea, yet always maintaining a grade on the 
transmission wire sufficient to carry the bags of coal 
over it by vity. The weight of this counterpoise 
is susceptible of being adjusted te maintain the 
ordinary 200-pound coal bags of the Navy at a dis- 
tance of from 250 to 500 feet and cover the distance 
tried on Wednesday, 250 feet, in twelve seconds.

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THE NAVY AND THE YACHTSMEN, 


EvERY one, on this side of the Atlantic at least, 
is satisfied with the result of the races for the cup 
between the American yacht Vigilant and the Eng- 
lish Valkyrie. In three straight races, sailed in 
breezes varying trom gentle to a half gale, we have 
been victorious, and have shown the superiority of 
our centre board boats over the English keel boats. 
On the other hand, our English cousins may con- 
gratulate themselves on the closeness of the contests, 
especially on that of the last race, in which the 
Vigilant won by only forty seconds. It is credita- 
ble to both boats to notice that in this race 
where their seaworthiness was put to the most se- 
vere test, the victory was mo:t closely contested. 
Lord Dunraven got his half gale, and his boat was 
sailed at her best; but the American sloop came in 
forty seconds ahead of the time allowance which 
she gave. The beat to windward was a victory for 
the Valkyrie; but the honor was somewhat lessened 
by the fact that the centreboard of the Vigilant 
stuck when about half way down, ahd could not be 
lowered. On the run to leeward the Valkyrie split 
her spinnaker, and it is claimed that but for this 
accident the victory of the race would have been 
hers. But such speculations are idle and it must 
be remembered that the Vigi/ant was also in trouble, 
and could not set her spinnaker for some little time 
after rounding the turning float, owing to the jam- 
ming of her halliards, nor could she raise her cen- 
treboard. 

As honors are easy in the matter of accidents, 
there is nothing to detract fromour victory, and 
the races have been the most closely contested of 
any that have been sailed for the America’s cup. 
Lord Dunraven has conducted himself for the most 
part in a sportsmanlike manner, and if he has not 
captured the America’s cup he has won the good will 
of all American yachtsmen. He has borne testi- 
mony to the fair-minded manner in which he has 
been treated while here, declaring that the man- 
agement of the races was most excellent, and that 
everything was correct and precise in detail. When 
informed that a naval officer, who is a member of 
the New York Yacht Olub, had laid out all the 
courses and located the turning floats, he expressed 
his pleasure and surprise and remarked, ‘*You do 
these things better on this side than we do on the 
other.” 

A number of naval officers were present at} the 
races, some of whom very successfully assisted in 
conducting them. Oommander John McGowan, 
U. 8. N., commanding the St. Marys, who is a 
member of the New York Yacht Club, was on the 
Saint Johns, and determined the velocity of the 
wind. Lieutenant Walter J. Sears, U. 8S. N., of 
the Minnesota, and also a member of the Yacht 
Olub, was in charge of the ocean tug Edgar F. 
Luckenbach, and laid out the courses for the races, 
and located the turning floats, at the request of the 
Regatta Committee. This had to be done very ac- 
curately, owing to the closeness of the races. Lieu, 
tenant Sears had on board with him as guests Gen- 
eral Martin T. McMahon, U. 8. V.; Captain F. W. 
Armstrong, U. 8. V.; Uaptain E. M. Shepard, 
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U. 8. N., commanding the Minnesota; Oaptain J. 0. 
Watson, U. 8. N., commanding the San Franeisco; | vest 
Lieut.-Commander Wells L. Field, U. 8. N.; Eosign 
¢. O. Davison, U. 8. N.; Mr. John L. Bliss, of New 
York, and a party of ladies from New York and 
Philadelphia. The tug conveyed the Regatta Oom- 
mittee to and from the flagship May, at Bay Ridge, 
each day, and also the guests of Commodore Mor- 
gan. Among the latter number attending the first 
race was the Secretary of the Navy, whose flag was 
hoisted on the May during the day. Lieutenant 
J, A. H. Nickels, U.S. N., did patrol duty on 
another of the Luckenbach tugs, and had with him, 
as guests, Lieutenant T. O. Patterson, U.S. A.; 
General G. H. McKibbin, U.S. V.; Oaptain Wm. 
Mitchell, U.S. A.; Oaptain David Wilson, N. G. 
N. ¥., and Lieutenant W. A. Oable, N. G. N. Y. 
The Dolphin was present at the last two races, fly- 
ing the flag of Rear Admiral Bancroft Gherardi. 
The Navy-yard tugs were also in attendancsa with 
the officers of the Navy-yard and their families on 
board. Great interest was manifested in the races 
by the Navy and Army officers present, and it is 
pleasant to note the cordial feeling existing between 
our yachtsmen and naval officers. 





THERE has been a heavy fall in the cost of ship 
construction if the figures submitted by the Newport 
News Dry Dock Company for the three new gun- 
boats are to be considered as the market price now 
adays. Firms with experience, and naval experts 
generally, are satisfied, however, that the ships can- 
not be built for the prices submitted without loss 
tothe builders. There were six bidders in all, as 
follows: Newport News Ship Building and Dry 
Dock Company, of Newport News, Va.: For gun- 
boat No. 7, $290,000; for No. 8 or 9, $306,000; for 
all three, $280,000 each. The Union Iron Works, 
of San Francisco, Oal. : For No. 7, $400,000; for 8 
or 9, $380,000; for all three, $400,000 for No. 7, and 
$350,000 each for Nos. 8 and 9. These bids were 
upon Department plans. For the same ships upon 
bidder’s designs this firm bid $400,000 for No. 7 
and $342,000 each for Nos. 8 and 9. The Maryland 
Steel Company, of Sparrow Point, Md. : For No. 7, 
$380,000, or $870,000 each for all three. John Dia- 
logue, Oamden, N. J.: All three ships for $1,186,- 
000. Ooronada Foundry and Machine Company, of 
San Diego County, Oal.: For No. 7 only, $872,000. 
Bath Iron Works, of Bath, Me. : For No. 7, $425,- 
000; for 8 or 9, $468,000—these upon Dapartment 
designs. Upon bidder’s designs this company bid 
$368,000 for No. 7 and $377,000 tor 8 and 9. If 
low prices for ship building could be maintained 
we should in time turn the tide of marine construc- 
tion from England to this side of the Atlantic. By 
the recent dissolution of Messrs. Samuda’s ship 
building yard on the Thames there has been re 
moved one of the firms for Government work, for 
within a few years they have constructed vessels 
valued at nearly two millions sterling. The yard 
was established thirty-five years ago. There 1s now 
only one ship building firm of special note on the 
Thames, the Thames Iron Oompany. Messrs. 
Yarrow and Messrs. Thornycroft confine themselves 
almost entirely to the construction of torpedo boats 
and destroyers, of which they have madea speci- 
ality, and Messrs. Green content themselves with 
the building of small craft. 








CONGRESSMAN CURTIS'S bill, printed elsewhere in 
the JouRNAL, for the repeal of the ten year clause 
and reducing the term of enlistment to three years, 
has been referred by the House Military Committee 
of the War Department for the views of the offi- 
cials there. These can be easily anticipated by re~ 
ference to the annual reports.

THe Army and Navy Gazette expresses regret 
that the English Navy has ‘‘no Oommander-in- 
Ohief to represent them, no check upon the roseate 
views of officialdom like the annual report of the 
Admiral of the United States Fleet.” Our contem- 
porary is alittle out of date with its regrets. It is 
some years since we have had any Navy officer iu 
this country with rank higher than that of Rear Ad- 
miral. Even in the days when we had an Admiral 
of the Navy he did not exercise the functions of a 
Oommander-in-Chief. We have a general officer 
(Major-General) commanding the Army, but no 
officer of corresponding position in the Navy. 








AT least one military measure is in a fair way of 
becoming a law during the present special session 
of Congress. This is Mr. Outhwaite’s bill for in- 
creasing the number of college details to one hun- 
dred and ten—one hundred Army and ten Navy. 
Without a dissenting vote or word of discussion 
this measure was passed by the House on Nov. 14, 
thus showing the popularity of this useful method 
of utilizing the services of Army officers. It is re- 
ported that the Senate will act with equal prompt- 
ness on the measure, which is now pending in the 
Senate Military Committee. 





Ws are very glad to note from the Kansas City 
Times that the men at Fort Leavenworth, are loud 
in their praise of present management of the Post 
mess.

Tus Naval promotions sent to the Senate two 
weeks ago are still pending.

The 
only Army nominations now pending in the Senate 
are the two Infantry promotions, consequent upon 
the dismissal of Capt. Bailey.

Tux unveiling of the Trenton battle monument in 
the City of Trenton, N. J., on Thursday of. this 
week, Oct. 19, was perhaps the most imposing de- 
monstration Trenton has seen in many years. 
Among the guests were all the men of note in the 
State,Governors and other officials from others of the 
thirteen States that were in the original American 
confederacy of States. Trenton was not a particularly 
important scene of action in the revolutionary era, 
but good fortune perched on the banners of the 
Continentals the moment the Delaware had been 
crossed, and victory came to cheer the struggling 
patriots whom a succession of defeats had well nigh 
discouraged.

REPORT OF GENERAL SCHOFIELD. 


Wu give elsewhere the remarks of the Major Gen- 
eral commanding the Army upon the subject 
of the term of enlistment. Gen. Schofield 
calls attention in his report to the subordinate re. 
ports that accompany it. The most arduous ser- 
vice rendered by troops during the year, and in 
eome sense the most important, is that on the Mexi- 
can frontier. Gen. Schofield says: “I regard the 
¢roops;in the Department of Texas as deserving of 











high commendation for the manner in which they 
bave performed this arduous duty. The discipiine 
of the Army continues to be satisfactory. Firing 
instruction, both with heavy guos and small arms, 
bas been systematically conducted during the year, 
and the efficiency of the Army in this respeot has 
probably never been so high as now. [t is again re- 
spectfully suggested that a reserve supply of the 
most improved Infantry rifies and of the standard 
breech-loading rifled field guns be provided in 
amount sufficient, not only for the regular troops 
and organized militia, but for such volunteers as 
my be immediately called into service in the event 
of war. 

Reference is made to the satisfactory work on the 
fabrication of high-power guns and in providing 
emplacements for such guns and for mortars. Such 


| he ann has been made with the experiments with 
isappearing carri that efficient carriages could 
be rapidly construc in case of immediate need. 


A special > asked for barracks and 
quarters at the abandoned seaport stations. “It is 
believed that all important seaports should be re- 
garrisoned, their present armament placed in ser- 
viceable condition, and preparation made for the 
care of new and improved armament as soon as the 
Engineer and Ordnance Departments are able to 
— them.” The passage of the act for the reor- 
ganization of the artillery and infantry is again 
urged upon the attention of Congress. 

“The interest in military education throughout the coun- 
try continues to increase. The demand for educated officers 
for duty at colleges and universities and other institutions 
of learning is constantly increasing, and no better service 
could bs rendered in time of peace by officers of the Arm 
than such assistance in the general dissemination ef mili- 
tary instruction. In the permanent establishment, educa- 
tion was never ao general or so high as at the present time, 
Not only are the established schools at West Point, Willets 
Point, Monroe, Ft. Leavenworth and Ft. Riley as effi- 
cient as ever, but the Military Service Institution and the 
general system of lyceums established throughout the 
Army are adding largely to the voluntary individual work 
of nearly all officers of the Army. The post schools for en- 
listed men still need development, and some generous |: 
lation will, it is believed, be requisite to put them upon the 
Proper basia.,’ 

What Gen. Schofield has to say outhe subject of 
the Indian soldier wereserve for another week. 
The work of Adjt. Gen. Williams and his subordin- 
atesin connection with the recruiting service is 
highly commended.

NAVY ANNUAL REPORTS.

MONUMENT TO YANKEE SEAMEN. 


Tus Minister of the United States to Chile report- 
ed to the Department of State in a recent despatch, 
that, accompanied by the United States Consul at 
Valparaiso, he had visited the monument in the 
foreign ceme‘tery at that city erected over the 
graves of the officers and seamen of the U. 8. frig- 
ate Hesex, Capt. David Porter, commanding, who 
were killed in the engagement between the Mssex 
and the British frigate Phoebe and brig Cherub.

BICYCLES FOR TROOPS. 


Durixe the German mancuvres the use of ve- 
locipedes is being put to a searching practical test 
in outpost duty and carrier pigeons are being 
usy utilized. A balloon battalion is also em- 
plo - Bicycles have so far satisfied the military 
authorities in Belgium, where the first trial was 
made of them at the manceuvres of 1883, that their 
more extended use is now contemplated.
